The aged lawyer s pulse was full and 
strong but a rise in temperature was 
noted.

rision to espouse tlie cause of GcrmanVj 
Austria and Turkey. 


Military experts estimated that when 
the Bulgarians struck they would at- 
tepipt to seize tlie railroad running froiu 
Belgrade to Constantinople by way of 
N'ish- 
Another line runs direct 
from 
^ish to Saloniki and Is the only one 
over which the allied troops now being 
landed at the Greek port could be trans- 
ported south to aid of Serbia. 
Kniashe- 
Vatz, near which point the Bulgars pre 
reported to have invaded Serbia, is on 
a branch line railroad running from Nish 
to Zajecar, a fortified town nn tlie Ser- 


bia frontier, and Xegotia, on the Dau- 
ube. 


Kniashevatz 
is 
twenty-live 
miles 
northeast of Nish, v.hicli has been tlio 
capital of Serbia since tlie Austrian oc- 
cupation of Belgrade early in the war. 
It is an c(|ual distance cast of Aiexi-

Nish-Belgrade 
railway, located on the ^Vlorava river.

SUES TO BLOCK WIW 
CREOITJESTMENT 


German Interests Back of 
Woman's Suit Against 
Mutual Life. 


Chicago, Oct. 12.—Suit for an injunc-. 
tioa to restrain the Mutual Life Insur- 
ance company and its ofHcers and di- 
rectors from participating in -the Anglo- 
French war loan 
of 
$500,000,000 was 
filed yesterday in the United States dis- 
trict court. 


The writ was made returnable before 
Judge Carpenter. 
Frank S. Monnett, of 
Columbus, former attorney general of 
Ohio, filed the bill in behalf of Mrs. Olga 
H. S. Walsh, of 1248 Eddy street. 
Mrs. 
Walsh's maiden name, was Lippert. She 
is the wife of Burton T. Walsh, a fore- 
man, formerly of Elyria, Ohio, a long 
time acquaintance of Attorney Monnett. 


Holds $2,000 Policy. 


Jlrs. Walsh is a policy holder, the face 
value of her policy being $2,000 and 
.$3,.380, with accured dividends of Bcven- 
tecn years. 
Mr. Bonnett admitted thai 
big German-American interests are back 
of the suit, which primarily i,s designed 
to prevent a consummation of the war 
loan of the allied powers. 


The bill alleged that the officers of 
the Mutual Life Insurance company are 
planning to invest $10,000,000 in the 
Anglo-French war securities, and that 
the company has no legal right so to 
use the funds of the policy holders. 
It 
is alleged that a large proportion of the 
company's policy liolders are of German 
and Austrian extraction, as well as sub- 
jects of Germany and Austria, and that 
"race hatred and strife would be engen- 
dered by permitting tho money of these 
policy holders to be used for munitions 
of war to kill their German and Au.«?- 
trian relatives and friends engaged in 
war in Europe." 


Britons Also Defendants. 


The defendants, in addition to the in- 
surance corporation, are Charles A. Pea- 
body, president; George N. Baker, direc- 
tor; Baron Reading and the other mem- 
bers of the Anglo-French financial com- 
mission; J. Pierpont Morgan and J. P. 
Morgan & Co. 


Attorney Monnett said effort will be 
made to get service on the members of 
the financial commission before they sail 
from New York. 
When members of the 
corn-mission were told of the suit thoy 
evinced little interest and refused to 
comment on it.

London, Oct. 12.—The Greek cham- 
ber was informed by Premier Zaimis at 
ii meeting yesterday that in order to 
better assure

Serbia our interest would oblige us to 
depart from neutrality as another statj 
wishes to aggrandize itself at, our ex- 
pense.

ought to make war, or not, but when 
we ought to enter the war. 
In any 
case wc ought not to allow Bulgaria to 
crush Serbia in order that she then may 
attack us with all her forces.

Greece that Bulgaria should be crushed.

Bulgaria 
should 
triumph 
Hellenis

Americaniem of the finest grade and the highest order was 
again voiced by President "Wilson in his address before the Daugh- 
ters of American Revolution when he pointed to absolute and ex- 
£Lct neutrality, but with the still higher object of preserving the 
foundation upon which peace could be rebuilt. 
The president has 
been looking steadily ahead in the struggle that has engulfed Europe 
for more than a year, and his vision lias carried far. It lias risen 
above the mere avoidance of American participation, desirable as 
that undoubtedly is, and it has glimpsed an opportiuiity in which the 
United States may later perform a signal service for all Inunanity. 


"Peacc can be rebuilt,"' he declared, "only upon the ancient 
and accepted principles of international law; only upon those things 
•\diich remind nations of their duties to each other and, dceyer than 
that, of their duties to mankind and humanity. America has a great 
cause which is not contined to the American continent. 
It is the 
cause of humanity itself." Throughout the trying days of the past 
fourteen months the president has displayed a marvelous grasp of 
the larger question involved, and never more so than in his latest 
utterance. He has been able to rise above the immediate issues and 
sense a still higher duty for the future. It will be a happy thing if 
Mr. Wilson is able to bring the American people to his own vision of 
the' opportunity of" a stand for eliduring peace that will come M'hen 
the warring nations, exhausted of blood and of wealth and of sus- 
tenance, find need of a basis upon which to rebuild and regenerate. 


And we think the influence of the president is beginning to grip 
the American people as it has not heretofore gripped them. 
We 
think wc can detcct rather more care, more caution, more consider- 
ation, more Americanism and less jingoism among Americans, both 
native-born and of foreign lineage. It is encouraging and gratifying 
to find it so. Maintained, it will mean that America's victory will 
be 'greatest of all, regardless of the fate of one faction or the other 
in the world's conflict. It will be well if each of us gives serious 
thought and serious heed to the duty as pointed out by President 
Wilson in his newest utterances.

agreement to pay indemnity, is a rich 
reward for him, and for the country, 
which would have endorsed more dras- 
tic action, but is glad to be upon the 
way to a peaceful settlement of all dif- 
ferences with Germany.

ANY a girl thinks she has a soft 
snap because the boss gives 
her 
certain 
privileges as to 
working rules. 
And gradual- 
ly she gets to abusing that soft snap. 
Then one day things happen. 
The 
boss is maybe in a bad temper, or she 
chances to be away at a time when 
Bomething very 
important turns up, 
and bang! 
She may find herself called 
down very hard, 
indeed, if nothing 
ç/orse. 


So, girls, let me beg of you to go 
easy on those privileges. Of course, It 
is pleasant to have a boss who is not 
hard on you, and who doesn't growl if 
you 
stay 
av/ay 
because you aren't 
feeling right, and lets you off if you 
want to get away ep,r!y, and who helps 
geuerally to make off'co life agreeable. 


But don't impose too much. Work is 
ivork, not privilege, and the most good- 
natured person resents being imposed 
on. 
You are apt to forget ihat what 
w^s ten minutes to begin v.ith ought 
not to be half an hour now.

reason for cheating your employer out 
of time and labor for which he is pay- 
ing you.

no gritty particles. 
Keep in a closed 
jar in a dry place. 
It is invaluable for 
breading croquettea, fried fish, chops, 
etc. 
Roll the article to be breaded, 
first in beaten egg, then in the bread 
dust, to which have been added a lit- 
tle salt and pepper.

PLANTS FOR LIVING ROOMS 


Firm Pineapple Icing. 


Every housekeeper worries because 
Ihe icing of her pineapple cake will 
loak into the cake, and not be nice the 
second 
day. Here 
is a little 
se- 
cret that keeps the last of the cake as 
good as the first. Drain all the juice 
Dff of a can of grated pineapple. 
Put 
Dn the stove with two tablespoonfuls of 
sugar. When it comes to a boil stir 
In a little at the time two tablespoon- 
fuls of corn starch that has been mix- 
ed in a little water. 
Mix this with 
pulp when it has thickened. When 
ibout cool, put on cake. 


Sneet Potato Pie. 


Bake sufficient sweet 
potatoes to 
make a pint 
of pulp when rubbed 
through a colander. 
Add a pint of 
rich milk and a scant 
cup of sugar, 
salt if desired, the yolks of two eggs, 
and a little grated lemon rind for fla- 
vor. 
Bake with under crust. 
When 
done meringue with the -v^hltes of the 
eggs beaten up with a tablespoonful of 
sugar. 
Better than pumpkin pie. 


Mexican Sance. 


Use 
one 
pint 
of ripe tomatoes 
chopped 
and 
drained, 
two cups of 
chopped onions, one-half cup of white 
mustard seed, four large red peppers 
and four green, chop seeds and all; 
one-half cup of salt, scant; two cups 
of white sugar, and six cups of vin- 
egar. Mix well and can without heat- 
ing. 


Salmon Roll. 


To one can best salmon add one cup 
ftne cracker 
crumbs, 
one egg, well 
t>ei(ten. three tablespoons milk, and 
30e teaspoon salt. 
Drain juice from 
lalmon; pick out all bones and mince 
Bne with a «ilver fork. Add the other 
iugredlenta and mix thoroughly. PreM 
titfitly into well buttered tin pound 
»king powder can; put on cover; set 
mto a kettle of boiling water and boll 
jne hour. Carefully remove from ca,n 
imd serve hot with plain cream sauce, 
•r cold, sHcdd thin, and arranged on < 
% bed of lettuce or oarsley, garnished 


with slices of lemon. If directions are 
followed will slice like cheese. 


Custard Dumplings. 


Take six 
stale buns, 
grate crust 
from buns, mix with sugar and cinna- 
mon. 
Then 
make a boiled custard, 
soak buns in custard one hour, then 
fry in hot lard. When a nice brown 
roll in the crumbs, sugar, and cinna- 
mon. If buns are large cut in two. 


Sauce—One pint sweet cider, sweet- 
en to taste, slice of lemon, add a lit- 
tle thickening, 
boll,, and pour over 
buns. 
Serve warm. 


Fish Croquettes. 


Boil good sized potatoes until well 
done; mash them and add one-half 
can of salmon. Beat one egg and add 
to salmon and potatoes. 
Roll some 
crackers and mix in. Form into small 
cakes and dip them in eggs, which are 
well beaten, then in rolled crackers, 
and fry brown in hot grease. 


Soup With Duinpliiigrs. . 


Take one can of corn, put Into a 
good 
sized stew 
kettle, 
and three 
quarts of cold water, two tablespoons 
of butter, and salt and pepper to taste; 
stir well until this boils; make a good 
baking powder biscuit dough and drop 
about two 
dozen small 
bits of the 
dough into the boiling soup, and cook 
fifteen 
minutes. 
This 
is fine and 
nourishing. 


Mock Turtle Soup. 


A fine mock turtle 
soup 
can be 
made from the liquor of pink beans. 
To a quart of the bean soup add one 
small onion, sliced; one-fourth tea- 
spoonful 
of i^llspice, 
ground; one- 
fourth teaspoonful of nutmeg, ground; 
one stick of cinnamon, two or three 
cloves. Just before serving add Juice 
of one lemon and some thin slicef of 
lemoa.

BY Ü. S. DEPT. OF AGRICULTURE. 


ANY lovers of flowers who have 
not the time to bother with an 
indoor 
window 
box 
enjoy 
keeping a number 
of potted 
plants in their living 
rooms during 
the winter. Some, in fact, have turn- 
ed a bay window into a small con- 
servatory of winter garden merely by 
an attractive arrangement of plants 
in separate pots. 


When a window 
box 
is filled the 
plants must be of the same general 
character to be successful, but if one's 
winter garden is made up of plants in 
separate pots a greater variety may be 
kept, as each plant may receive differ- 
ent treatment in .the matter of light, 
watering, soil, etc., and palms, rubber 
plants and cacti, which call for spe- 
cial handling, may be added. 
Bego- 
nias, ivy, smilax and aspidistra, all 
good plants for indoor culture, demand 
more or less the same treatment. 


Those who 
do not 
have gardens 
would do better 
to get potting soil 
from a florist for their potted plants. 
Good potting soil may be prepared at 
home but it usually takes considerable 
care and forethought. 


Those willing to take the trouble 
may prepare it by using one part com- 
post, one part good loam and one part 
sand. The compost should be cow ma- 
nure and good turf rotted together for 
a year and turned two or three times 
in the interim. Well decomposed leaf 
mould would answer as,a partial sub- 
stitute for the compost. 


One-twentieth part bone meal is a 
good addition to the mixture. 
If the 
loam is very heavy, containing much 
clay, its proportion should be some- 
what diminished. If the loam is light 
and sandy, reduce the aihount of sand, 
or in some localities, omit it altogeth- 
er. 


Potted plants should be examined 
occasionally to see whether or not 
they require repotting. 
This is done 
by holding the hands over the top of 
the pot, inverting plant and all, tap- 
ping the edge of the pot so as to loosen 
it, then lifting the pot off. 


This cannot be dope unless the soli 
is moderately moist. 
If the ball of 
earth is completely covered with loots, 
the plant should be put in a slightly 
larger pot „with 
new 
potting soil 
"firmed" about the oíd ball of earth 
by. "Arming" with the fingers. Then 
it should t^ wet tborouslilir 


A housewife who desires a few pot- 
ted plants but does not possess the 
regulation flower pots, may prepare 
tin cans that will be quite satisfactory. 
A small hole should be made in the 
bottom 
of 
the can and a piece of 
broken crockery or a few stones put 
in the bottom of the can before the 
earth is added, in order to give the 
proper drainage. The stones or crock- 
ery should be used also in the regu- 
lar flower pot. 


Hanging baskets 
may be used ad- 
vantageously to make an Indoor win- 
ter garden attractive. They should be 
hung near a light window. 


If geraniums-are potted so that the 
root growth is restricted, and if they 
are kept 
fairly 
dry, they 
may be 
forced to bloom 
during the winter. 
Geraniums ar« attractive in the ordi- 
nary window box 
because of their 
foliage alone. 
They should not be 
placed in a window box with the ex- 
pectation that they will bear flowers. 


Ferns as they come from the florists 
prepared for indoor culture should be 
placed in a strong light, though they 
grow well without sunlight. 


They should be watered sparingly, 
but should be kept moist at all times. 
Improper watering, especially keep- 
ing the plant soaked or permitting It 
to get dry, is the foundation of most 
fern difflculj;ies. 


It is especially difficult not to over- 
water when the fern is in a jardiiilere, 
where drainage is necessarily poor. In 
spring and summer ferns require three 
times the watej* necessary in fall and 
winter. 


It is well occasionally to put them 
in the bathtub.and give tieni a bath 
with weak subsuds made fropi a good 
grade of soap, 
ihe 
soap must be 
thoroughly 
rinsed 
off Immediately. 
Great care must be exercised not to 
injure the fronds, as 
they are veiy 
tender. 


Mealy-l)ug is one of the worst ene- 
mies 
in 
house 
culture. 
This la a 
white wooly insect, that works close 
to the bottom of the fronds. 


If they are found the plant should 
be examined every day and all insects 
removed by a splint or toothpick. 
It 
the pest is very pad, cut off all of the 
fern within.an inch of the ground and 
treat thoroughly each day till ftU In- 
sects are exterminated. 
Then a nów, 
top can be grown.

MBROIDERY is one of the most 
fascinating 
amusements for 


long winter hours, and just 
now the artistic are making 
attractive doilies in huckaback. 
First 
the large doily is outlined upon the 
square for material and the edge is 
worked with a colored floss in a me- 
dium buttonhole stitch. The edge can 
be perfectly plain with small or large 
scrolls or more intricate. After work- 
ing the pattern, cut it from the goods, 
press it on the wrong side and outline 
a wreath 
of oak leaves around the 
edge. 
These leaves should be large 
and worked with oak silkateen. 
The 
pattern employed is merely the darn- 
ing stitch, woven back and forth, the 
same as all ordinary huckaback pat- 
terns. 
Only extremely large leaf or 
floral patterns will look 
attractive 
when fashioned in this manner.

Many housekeepers who be- 
lieve that economy is entirely a matter 
of saving money and that if the af- 
fairs of the household are adminis- 
tered by them with this end in view 
they have every reason to be perfectly 
satisfied with their achievement.

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Opposes Tendency Toward 
Federal Control in 
Rail Rates. 


San Francisco, Cal., Oct. 12.—Vigor- 
ously defending state regulation in its 
relation to business and particularly to 
railroad rates as opposed to what he 
characterized as a tendencj'^ toAvard com- 
plete federal regulation, Clifford Thome, 
president of the National Association 
of Railway commissioners, in his annual 
address at the organization's 
conven- 
tion here, said today 
that the issue 
between 
federal and state 
regulation 
was vital and was based on fundamen- 
tal conceptions of government. 


The relative merits ot a strong cen- 
tralized 
government and a federated 
government 
were 
reviewed 
by the 
speaker, who urged the retention of 
regulative power by the states as a dis- 
tinctive part of the "great 
American 
experiment'' tlie federal plan. 


"Too 
much 
'nationalism' is just as 
v>rong as too mtich 
'states' 
rights.' 
There is a happy medium," said Mr. 
Thorne. 


"It is not this government as one 
nation, not the several states, but the 
combination in one federal plan 
that 
has rendered such a distinct 
contribu- 
tion to the welfare of humanity. 
It is 
this federal plan tliat must be 
most 
jealously guarded. A tendency one way 
or the otlier, towards centralization or 
towards decentralization, Is dangerous." 


"For several 
years there has been 
gradually developing in this country a 
sentiment in favor of wiping out state 
lines," said Mr. Thorne. 
"An agita- 
tion, partly spontaneous and partly in- 
spired by interested persons, has been 
carried on to support a change in our 
judicial decisions relative to the pow- 
ers of a state to regulate business. 


"It is now vigoroush^ claimed 
tliat 
the time has arrived for the practical 
abolition of all state regulation. 
Such 
a change in the American plan of gov- 
ernment would be of stupendous im- 
portance. 


"The 
issues of today concern 
vast 
property interests, and the future pol- 
icies of state and nation on many grave 
questions of business are virtually con- 
cerned." 


.\ftpr reviewing the Minnesota 
rate 
case and the decision of the United 
States Supreme Court. ^Ir. Thorne said: 
'•'The court said tliat the question as 
to whether federal regulation of com- 
merce shall supplant state regulation is 
not a question for the judiciary to de- 
termine; it is legislative 
and not ju- 
dicial in character. 
I t now becomes, 
not a question of precedent or of stat- 
ute. b\it one of expediency, of wisdom.'" 
' "Within the next twenty-five years 
substantially all our commercial af- 
fairs will be carried on by companies ren- 
ins both 
state and inter-state 
busi- 
ness," said Mr. Thone. 
"Wliat is good 
for railroads will 
be 
good for others. 
Shall we abandon our state eovprnment«(, 
so far as the regulation of bvsmess is 
concerned? 
Here is an issue 
which 
strikes at fundamentals; which has to 
do with the method of government. 


' In striving after the new, we fre- 
quently fail to realize the intrinsic value 
o the old. "VMiat is the fundamental rha' - 
acteristic of otir government? 
Tt is the 
creation of a nation, large and strong 
enough 
to 
assert 
its 
independence 
among the world powers; at the sar;irf 
time combined with a form of goverp- 
mnt securing real tangible home rule 
to the various 
independent 
soverign- 
ties making up that nation. 


"If tl;e national 
government 
is p-T- 
mitted to gradually absorb those func- 
tions formerly exercised by the states, 
it will only be a question of time imtil 
some 
great 
evil 
will 
demand some 
great remedy. 
Agitation 
will 
follow 
agitation. 
There will be no opportun- 
ity to try out the new proposal; the 
nation as a wliole must adopt it or 
reject it. 


"We believe the federal plan, as con- 
ceived by our fathers, is better 
than 
the new nationalism, 
^^'e believe the 
states »re a distinct 
factor in our 
sehoiue of government. 


"7"liis federal plan is a sort of safety 
valve against political/ Rnd 
industrial 
revolution; and it is the greatest ever 
devised by the makers of goyernment." 


Tracing the history of railroad reg- 
ulation. Mr. Thorne pointed out 
that 
"practically 
every 
important 
advance 
step in the regulation of railroads, cor- 
porations and great consolidations of 
our generation, )ias originated with the 
states." and called attention to the es- 
tablishment of state railroad 
commis- 
sions with power to fix maximum rates 
in 
1887, seventeen 
years 
before the 
flame power was granted to the inter- 
state commerce commission. 


"As one state 
after 
another 
findB 
the action of their neighboring com- 
nwnwcHlth to be wise and good," he 
said, "they 
have 
foiloAvcd her, a,nd 
adopted similar 
provisions. 
In 
this 
way. progress or reform is gradually 
brouglit out in the nation ae, a whola 
The states form a sort^of 
expeniiient 
station; 
and where they have 
gone 
wrong, the coiirts are quick to check 
them, or there is developed a tremen- 
dous public sentiment in the coimtry as 
a whole, which quietly destroys 
that 
which is not wise. 


'•Jn view of the remarkable liistory of 
the origin of these movements, it is 
little wonder that the carriers are ex- 
tremely 
solicitous in their efforts to 
prevent,, and to remove t!>e possibility 
of further advance steps in the differ- 
ent states." 


Answering the argument 
that 
the 
railroad transportation business is of 
such a national character that it re- 
quires a single national tribunal to reg- 
ulate it, Mr. Thorne said: 


"One sentence will contain an answer 
to claims of this chaTacter, that it 
difficult to separate the expenses on 
local and through hauls. 
Even a f t e r 
you have removed the state lines, the 
problem of reasonable local rates still 
remains. 


"The real isriue is practical," he said, 
"rather than theoretical in character. It 
is not whether we shall abolish all 
state regulation; but, instead, whether 
this or that i.s a proper function to be 
performed by the states. It is a wholly 
new and unhekrd of -proposition to do 
away with state regulation. 
This is 
a doctrine that jeopardizes our institu- 
tions. 


"The great benefit urged on behalf of 
exclusive national control is uniformity 
But there is something even better and 
more important th|in tutiformiiv and 


. 
. A;.: 


that js wise regulation. 
Rates may be 
uniformly high, or «jiiformly low. Rules 
of service may be;uniformly harsh and 
rigid, or uniformly lax and weak. 
Proof 
that the3' are uniform dees not .prove 
that they are just. 


"The real problem is. how to get wise 
regulation. 
Wiir a strong 
centralized 
government bi'ing the best results, or 
is the federal plan—joining 
national 
and 
state 
control—preferable ? 
The 
issue concerns the method of govern- 
ment, one of the profound problems a t 
the basis of all organized human life.'"

The police had been liotilied pfoinjitly 
and diligent measvires taken to prevent 
his escape. 


At headquarters lie spent niiicli nf his 
tiine in prayer, insisted on having his 
bible in his cell and he read it studiou.^- 
ly. 
He will talk religion to any one 
who will li.sten to him and is plainly 
sufferiiig from mental disorders, due to 
the strain of religious fervor. 
He de- 
feiuls his act by the ciirious eyllogishJ 
that while it is scrijiturally true tlmt 
"whoso ehetls the blond of man by iiliin 
shall his Jblood he shed," Davis "has no 
manifestation of God in him, and there- 
fore wasn't no man, so I didn't kill no 
man."
